St. Louis hospital workers, in Base 
Hospital Unit 21 of the American 
Red Cross, at Rouen, France, cele-| 
brated the first anniversary of the 
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entrance of the United States to 
the war, April 6. An account of fhe 
celebration, sent by some of th2 
members of the unit to St. Louis 
friends, has been furnished to the 
Post-Dispatch. | 

The description of the celebration, 
as written by a member of the unit, 
was as follows: 

“The setting chosen for the big 
affair was one of the hospital huts 
recently completed, but not yet con- 
secrated to the reception and care 


.| of the wounded heroes from “Up the 


line.” A banquet comprising deli- 
cacies especially rich and rare in 
these days was prepared. There 
was chicken fricasse, creamed and 
mashed potatoes, creamed peas, 
cheese, apple and chocolate pies and 
coffee. At each place was a hand- 
somely arranged and printed menu 
card and program of entertainment. 
Vases and pots of multi-colored flow- 
ers were on every table filling the 
air with their sweet odors and add- 
ing gayety to the situation. ‘In 
charge of every 12 places was a non- 
commissioned officer of the unit. He 
was garbed in the proverbial wait- 
er’s white and stood ready to give 
service to his fellow members of the 
unit. 

“The different sections were seat- 
ed under their respective banners. 
A long table on the right was the 
proud space reserved for the origi- 
nal members of the unit that left St. 
Louis nearly a year ago. The cen- 
tral table seated the British section, 
comprising R. A. M. C. men and 
members of different regiments who 
having done their bit or better— 
their best at the front are now as- 
signed for work with the unit.

Close by the door sat 
the latest addition—the noble hos- 
pital reinforcements unit from Ken- 
tucky here for temporary duty, and 
who have won a place in the hearts 
of‘the old boys. Their banner bore 
the inscription, ‘The Colone.s’” A 
cross table at the front, directly be- 
fore the flag-drooped stage, sat the 
actors of the unfit. 

“At 7 o’clock hostilities against 
the formidable array of delicacies 
commenced. Simultaneously with it 
the jazz band struck up the latest 
airs from London and New York. In 
quick succession followed volleys of 
songs from the songbirds of the unit. 
Next a soft, melodious solo from our 
best tenor, followe by an old soldier 
song by a Wels#fiman from Mons 
who ‘had seen things.’ In their turn 
came jigging, dancing and some very 
fine negro comedy by Phe ‘Terrible 
Turk,’ and the low-voiced ‘Red’— 
both well-known members of this 
body. 

“As a grand finale the ensemble 
rendered in the accustomed reverend 
manner ‘God Save the King,’ and 
‘The Star-Spangled Banner,’ which 
served as a fitting climax to a ‘per- 
fect day.’ 

“Cigarettes were passed to all as 
the crowd filed out. Remarks such 
as ‘If this is war, I hope it lasts,’ were 
on every tongue. This terminated 
Unit 21's celebration of the first an- 
niversary of our entrance into the 
eye conflict.”

PARIS EDITOR 
CONDEMNED 10 
DIE FOR TREASON 


Bonnet Rouge Sentenced 
to Prison for Terms ‘of 
Two to Ten Years. 


|DUVAL HEARS DECREE 


WITH FORTITUDE 


Declared Before Verdict Was 
Reached That None of Co- 
Defendants Was in Any 
Way His Accomplice. 


PARIS,. May 16 (By A. P.).—M. 
Duval, who was director of the sup- 
pressed Germanophile newspaper 
Bonne Rouge, was condemned to 
death yesterday by courtmartial for 
treason. 

The six other defendants were sen- 
tenced to ftmprisonment for terms 
ranging from two to 10 years.

Paper Established in 1914 Attacked 
High Army Command. 


The Bonnet Rouge was. estab- 
lished in the spring of 1914 and had 
as its editor one Miguel Almereyda, 
against whose record was a convic- 
tion on a charge of swindling. After 
the outbreak of the war, there ap- 
peared a number of articles in the 
paper attacking the French high 
command, and when these articles 
were cut out by the censor, the edi- 
tion of the paper as it appeared in 
Paris was above reproach, but 
copies containing the objectionable 
article were sent out by “under- 
ground’ methods and _e distributed 
among the soldiers at the front. 


Soon afterward it was found that 
the Bonnet Rouge was subsidized by 
the Ministry of the Interior, over 
which M. Malvy presided. 

The paper was not suppressed un- 
til last summer. This event  fol- 


Chamber of Deputies between M. 
Malvy and Maurice Barres, a Dep- 
uty. 

When Joseph Caillaux’s ministry 
fell in 1912, Caillaux remained lead- 
er of the radical Socialists, the larg- 
est political party in France, and 
had therefore much influence over 
Rene Viviani, when the latter  be- 
came Premier in 1913. When the 
Viviani Cabinet was formed, Cail- 
laux nominated M. Malvy as Min- 
ister of the Interior, a post which 
is most important from the political 
standpoint. M. Malvy held office on 
July 7 last when, in the Chamber of 
Deputies, M. Barres asked: 

“What action does the Minister 
of the Interior intend to. take 
against those scoundrels of the Bon- 
net Rouge?” 

Malvy flinched but did not reply. 
hin the storm that followed M. Ribot, 
then Premier, informed the house 
that a check for $30,000 had been 
seized on the person of M, Duval, 
manager of the Bonnet Rouge, when 
he was trying to cross the Swiss 
frontier. A few days lafer the paper 
was suppressed and M. Duval was 
arrested. 

The next week M. Clemenceau 
‘made a terrific attack upon the whole 
Government, especially on the Min- 
istry of the Interior, deciaring that 
there had been complicity with 
traitors in the Ministry. That speech 
swept M. Clemenceau batk into 
power. 

Gradually the facts in the Bonnet 
Rouge case became known. It de- 
veloped that the money was given to 
-M. Duval by Herr Marx, a banker of 


‘} Mannheim, for the purpose of financ- 


ing the “defeatest” propaganda in 
France in which M. Caillaux had 
been « prime mover. 

The directors and managers of the 
Bonet Rouge were shadowed by the 
military pelice for some time and 
then Almereyda was arrested. He 
died in prison under circumstances 
pointing to suicide. Meantime the 
whole Ribot Ministry had been swept

Under the so-called railroad bill, 
the Director-General of Railroads is 
empowered to expend any part of a 
$500,000,000 fund for development of 
inland waterways. 

The delegation which will call 
upon Director-General McAdoo wilil 
point out that much of the freight 
congestion at New York and other 
points on the Atlantic seaboar4 
would be eliminated through the op- 
eration of a barge line on the Mis- 
sitssippi River by diverting the war 
material and foodstuffs produced in 
the Middle West, from East-and- 
West rail routes to the port of New 
Orleans. Senator Reed, in his speech 
before the convention Tuesday, said 
that a recurrence of the coal short- 
age of last winter could be prevented 
next winter by the operation of 2 
barge line. Thousands of freight 
cars would be released, he explained, 
and these could be used to hauling 
coal,

20 POLICE COURT APPEALS 
DISMISSED UNDER NEW CODE 


Judge Krucger Acts When Attorney 
Calls Attention to Filing of Charges 
Under Obsolete Code. 


Twenty cases, appealed from Po- 
lice Court, were dismissed by Judge 
Krueger in the Court of Criminal 
Correction today following a motion 
to quash by John R. McCarthy. an 
attorney, in the case of Thomas Ken- 
nedy, fined $200 on a peace disturb- 
ance charge. The total fines lost to 
the city in the dismissal of the cases 
is $1372. 

The dismissal is the outcome of 
the failure of the City Counselor's 
office to notify the Police Department 
that the new Wagner code, approved 
by the Mayor April 12, carried an 
emergency clause and went immedi- 
ately into effect instead of requiring 
the usual 30 days to be effective. The 
police made charges under the old 
code, which has been discovered to 
have been obsolete. 

Judge Krueger's action probably 
will defeat the appeal of the city in 
the case against Harry Schula, chauf- 
feur of Henry S. Priest, made fa- 
mous by the appearance of Judge 
Priest in Police Court. Judge Priest 
obtained the discharge of his chauf- 
feur in Police Court by employing his 
Supreme Court legal battery, but 
overlooked the opportunity to obtain 
discharge on the ground McCarthy 
discovered for his client.

NATION IS ASKED 
FOR. $100,000,000 


Pageant and Parade Tuesday 
-—<Address by Former Pres- 
ident Taft Thursday—Ef- 
fort to Close May. 27. 


An inspirational parade and dem- 
onstration by several thousand pub- 
lic schoo! children of the Junior Red 
Cross Saturday afternoon will pre- 
cede the formal opening on Tuesday 
of the second national campaign of 
the American Red Cross to obtain 
$100,000,000 for war work, of which 
St. Louis is asked to subscribe $1,- 
800,000. The campaign will .close 
Monday night, May 27. A pageant 
and parade will be held downtown 
Tuesday night, and former President 


William Howard Taft will speak 
Thursday night at the. Coliseum in 
behalf of the movement. 

The parade Saturday will start 
from Lindell boulevard and Taylor 
avenue at 2 p. m. and move west- 
ward to the Lindell entrance of For- 
est Park; thence over the Grand 
Drive to a point at the north end of 
the lagoon near the foot of Art Hill, 
and past a reviewing stand. 

Art Hill will be closed to the pub- 
lic, as it will be used as a setting for 
the school children, who will be 
dressed to form a huge red cross. At 
the foot of Art Hill about 6000. chil- 
dren will be in. formation to spell 
the words “Red Cross.” — 

Section for Mothers. 

A section -of the parade will be 
reserved for mothers of sons in the 
service of the country. They will fall 
in line at the Lindell entrance to the 
park. 

In the pageant and parade Tues- 

day night in the downtown district 
will be six illuminated floats rep- 
resenting scenes on the battlefield 
of France, including one to give an 
idea ef No Man’s Land. 
\ The marchers will represent in 
separaté sections the Red Cross, Y. 
M. ¢. .A.,, Knights of Colgmbus, 
Home Guards, Naval Scouts, Boy 
Scouts, Marine Corps, naval offi- 
cers and sailors, British-Canadian 
recruiting mission, troops from Jef- 
ferson Barracks and an aero 
squadron from Scott Field. 

Arrangementa for the campaign 
which have been under way for sev- 
eral days will be discussed at 3 p. 
m. today at a meeting of 50 team 
captains and 60 Heutenants at the 
Chamber of Ceommerce.: Final in- 
structions will be given the teams at 
7 o'clock Monday’: night at the 
Planters Hotel. 

Bach team will be composed/ of 
10 men and five women. They will 
bear proper credentials and hope to 
obtain $2,000,000 from 40,000 sub- 
scribers. Subscription lists have been 
sent to factories and other places 
where large numbers of workmen 
are employed to bé filled out and re- 
turned. 

Last June the Red Cross War 
Council asked for $100,000,000, and 
the American people pledged $110,- 
000,000, of which $108,000,000 was 
collected, but the demands upon the 
institution for war work have been 
go great that more money is urgently 
required. 

Red Oross Ideals. 

The idéals of the Red Cross are 
expressed in three great aims: 

1. To be ready to care for our 
soldiers and sailors on duty 
wherever and whenever that 
care may be needed. 

2. To shorten the war by 
strengthening the morale of the 
allied peoples and their armies, 
by alleviating their sufferings in 
the depressing period which 
must elapse until the American 
army can become fully effective 
abroad. 

3. To lay foundations for an 
enduring peace by extending a 
message of practical relief and 
sympathy to the civilian popula- 
tion among our allies, carrying 
to them an expression of the 
finest side of thé American char- 
acter.

TEDDY.—M. M. Baker, vice pres- 
ident of the Holt Manufacturing 
Co., has explained that it was ma- 
chines made by his company at its 
Peoria plant which hurdled Ger- 
man trenches, walked through for- 
ests and crawled over shell = ores 
in the face of intense “We 
have sold about 3G cate caterpillar 
tractors to the British Government,” 
said Baker. “We have had nothing 
to do with putting armor on them, 
or placing machine guns, but some 
of our men at Aldershot, England, 
were notified that the British Gov- } 
ernment intended to armor some of 
the tractors and use them for work 
other than the usual towing of big 
guns. Germany had some of these 
tractors before the war begah and, 
although I do not understand just 
how it occurred, I- believe she may 
have got others since then. We have 
sent some to France and some to 
Russia, So far as I know, up until 
the recent appearance of the motor 
cars, the tractors were used only 
to two guns. [I understand that 
Germathy used about 40 of them in 
this work before Liege early in the 
war, and recent photographs show 
that the British are using some of 
them now for the same purpose. 
It is true that these tractors can. go 
over almost anything or through al- 
most anything. It looks uncanny to 
see them crawl] along the ground, 
like a huge caterpillar. In a thick 
forest, if they should encounter 
trees, which they could not brush 
out of their way, they could easily 
be used to.uproot them and clear a 
path.” Baker said the tractors sent 
to England weighed about 18,000 
Ibs. each, develop 120 horsepower 
and are built of steel. The caterpil- 
lar feature, he explained, is of the 
utmost importance, Speaking broad- 
ly, the tractor crawls on 2 belts, 
with corrugated surfaces on either 
side of the body. The corrugated 
surface is on the ground. On the 
inside of the belts, on each side of 
the body, are 2 lines of steel rails, 
making 4 lines in all. These rails 
are in short sections, jointed and 
operated over a cogged mechanism 
that actually lays them down with 
their belt attachment as the trac- | 
tor moves ahead and picks them up 
again, so that the car runs on its 
own self-made track continuously. 
The short joints in'the rails make it 
easy to turn to right or left. The) 
body is supported by trucks with 5 
wheels, something like small rail- 
road trucks. These wheels never 
touch the ground, but run upon the 
steel] rails. In the ordinary tractor 
about 1 ft. of belt and ralis is on 
the ground at one time. Baker said 
the machine would bridge any 
trench that was not wider than the 
length of the track it lays on the 
ground at one time. The “bow” 
might hit the far side of the trench 


far below the top, and the “stern” 


would undobutedly sink a little, but 
the tenacity of the tractor,“he de- 
clared, would enable it to go ahead 
and climb out.

On May 13, 1858, just 60 years ago, I 
landed in the city of St. Louis, The Ohio & 
Mississippi Railroad was just completed. 

At that time one of the most distin- 
guished men of the State of Missouri lived 
on the corner of what is now Grand and 
Von Versen avenues. He owned a large 
tract of land 600 feet east of Grand ave- 
nue to 600 feet west, to what is now Sarah 
street. He was instrumental in the laying 
out of Grand avenue from the river on the 


- fMorth to the river on the south; he wanted 


the avenue’ 100 feet wide, but this was 
opposed and it was made 80 feet wide. 
This same gentleman was Postmaster of 
St. Louis from 1857 to 1861. He also be- 
came a member of Congress at the election 
in November, 1864. This same gentleman 
succeeded in getting an appropriation of 
$14,000,000 to improve the rapids at Keo- 
kuk, Io., while in Congress. He laid in 
St. Louis the cornerstone of the first Jew- 


fish temple built west of the Mississippi 
River. A library which he presented to the 


public schools is named for him. 

He gave the street from Grand avenue 
to Sarah through his property, also half 
of Delmar, also Vandeventer and Sarah 


; @treet. Some years later he sold 25 acres 


to J. B. Kaime, and when the city wanted 
to.improve this street, he, Kaime, claimed 
it as his, so the gentleman who had given 
it went down to the city hall and made a 
deed of this whole street, about 4000 feet 
in length, to the city without any compen- 
sation. This street was named for himeelf, 
and his name was John Hogan—called 

“Honest John Hogan.”

The avoidance of strikes and the maintenance 
of service are the prime necessities of the street 
railway situation in the city. The pledge of in- 
creased wages for employes must be fulfilled with- 
in a reasonable time. 

In view of the critical labor situation, the in- 
sistent statements of the company’s officials that 
| fair wage demands cannot be met without addi- 
tional revenue and the State Public Service 
Commission’s decision to the same effect, Mayor 
Kiel would be wise not to attempt to set aside the 
fare increase order by injunction proceedings at 
this time, unless he has an effectual substitute 
to offer. 

The Mayor, however, should take steps to de- 
fend in court the rights of the city with regard to 
franchise contracts. City Counselor Daues de- 
nies the power of the State Commission under the 
Constitution to change fares fixed by franchises. 
His view is supported by two out of five members 
of the State Public Service Commission. The city 
should get a decision of the courts on this im- 
portant point. 

In the light of developments the clause in the 
new franchise passed by the Board of Aldermen 
and signed by the Mayor, practically conceding 
the right and power of the State Commission to 
change fares, becomes a wanton surrender of the 
city’s rights and powers. 

Unfortunate as the present situation is, and 
hard as the increased fare bears upon the pop- 
ulation, especially the wage earners of St. Louis 
and its suburbs, it is not to be compared in ca- 
lamity with the granting of an unsatisfactory 
franchise which will enable the United Railways 
to continue its disastrous exploitation of the city 
for 31 years. 

The increased fare order is an emergency meas- 
ure, contingent upon experience and a thorough 


examination of the company’s finances and opera- |. 


tion. But the franchise will be a continuous eyil 
for a generation. od 
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CLEAN UP, PAINT UP. 

It was wisely decided that St. Louis should have 
a continuous “clean up and paint up’’ campaign 
this year instead of a mere week set aside for the 
purpose. It is to start May 20 and every business 
concern and household in the city is expected to 
participate. ; 

It is a fine thing for any city to be as spruce 
as paint and soapsuds can make it, but more im- 
portant things are at stake than tidiness. One 
unpleasant thing that no St. Louisan should forget 
is that our city has an unenviably high death 
rate from tuberculosis. And, as a bulletion of 
the National Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis truthfully remarks: ‘The 
scrubbrush, soap and water, paint and whitewash 
are deadly enemies of tuberculosis.” | 

The prevalence of the white plague in any city 
is not merely a misfortune. It is a disgrace to 
that city, because tuberculosis has ceased to be a 
nonpreventable disease. The one preventive is 
cleanliness, but it must be universal cleanliness. 
It is the civic duty of every individual to do his 
share. ' 

Another thing St. Louisans should remember 
and that is that the annual fire loss in our city is 
higher than it ought to be. We compare favorably 
with other cities in this matter, but there is vast 
room for improvement. Fires frequently start 
from rubbish accumulated in outbufldings, cellars 


and garrets. Part of a general clean-up plan is to 

do away with the dangerous rubbish pile. 
Uniform co-operation in the clean-up, paint-up 

campaign is as much a civic duty as paying taxes. 
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’ LETTERS FROM HOME. 

Major-General H. C. Hodges, commander of 
Camp Beauregard, La., has written to the Gov- 
ernors Of Louisiana, Mississippi and Arkansas, 
from which states most of his soldiers are drawn, 
asking that the Governors assist him in getting 
a message to the mothers and sweethearts of 
the soldiers. 

Gen. Hodges says that it is his experience that 
a majority of the desertions are explained by 
the footnote on a letter, “I want to see you; 
please come home.” The writers, he says, mean 
that the soldiers shall get furloughs, but these 
are not always obtainable, so the men go anyway. 
The result is arrest for desertion. Gen. Hodges 
explains his admiration for the courage of the 
women of the South in previous trials, and he 
knows that they do not realize the havoc their 
requests make. He says that the women who 
merely make use of this phrase as an expression 
of sentiment should keep before them this pic- 
ture: : |

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TRIFLING WITH THE SUPREME COURT. 

The constitutionality of the selective-draft law 
was unanimously affirmed by the United States 
Supreme Court early last January. The Justices 
wasted no words in argument. The unquestioned 
power of Congress to declare war necessarily in- 
cludes the power to compel citizens to render mil- 
itary service at home or abroad or wherever the 
war can best be waged to resist invasion or repel 
aggression. To deny this would be to deny that 
the United States ig a nation or in possession of 
the sovereign of a nation. 

Some particularly disputatious pacifists, how- 
ever, have since then sought to narrow down that 
decision of the court to the draft itself as distin- 
guished from the power to send the drafted men 
abroad. They have failed quite as ridiculously as 
the other complainants failed. Their habeas-cor- 
pus proceedings in stoppage of sending a drafted 
Missouri soldier to France were promptly thrown 
out by the lower court, and this action has as 
promptly been sustained by the Supreme Court. 

This must mean an end of the attempts to bring 
the draft law into question. If they are not in- 


inspired bya disposition to trifle with the courts 
and the sovereign. powers of the nation as exer- 


ciged, by Congress. . | 


MORE WILLIAMS OF WIED. 

In the process of keeping localized the danger- 
ous issues arising during and subsequent to the 
Balkan War, a process which taxed Europe's pa~- 
tience for many months, Potsdam and Vienna 
were permitted to dictate the selection of William 
of Wied as hereditary. Prince of Albania, which 
was erected into an independent state under the 
treaty of London, May 30, 1914. 

Perhaps no ruler or would-be ruler of modern 
time appears in a more ludicrous and humiliating 
light. “His people” did not want him. Europe 
outside of the Teutonic Powers did not want him. 
His first Cabinet went to pieces in a few days. 
One of his principal Ministers, Essad Pasha, 
promptly organized a rebellion against him. He 
once had to take refuge on a warship in the Adri- 
atic because of the hostile manifestation of “his 
people,” but was persuaded to return and managed 
to hold out until after the general European war 
began. He fled ignominiously from the country 
on Sept. 3. 

Now the Hohenzollerns and Hapsburgs are pre- 
paring to raise up more Williams of Wied. They 
have selected Teutonic princelings to rule Lith- 
uania, Courland, Esthonia and Poland and, with 
the help of the hyphenated element in the Finnish 
population, hope to provide still another William 
of Wied for Finland. Their teriure may be a trifle 
longer than that of their prototype in Albania, but 
it will be short at best. This selection of Teutonic 
rulers for petty states is now too clearly recog-, 
nized as a part of.the German reptile system to 
be tolerated further by the allies. It is a part of 


that system which has already brought unac- 
counted woes on Europe. , 

It was because of ‘his sarcastic comments on the 
Albanian situation. that George Fred Williams, 
the silver leader of Dedham, Mass., lost his job 
as Minister to Athens. Indeed, George Fred as- 
serted after his return to this country that he 
could have been King of Albania himself, had he 
wanted to, but that he rejected the crown the 
Albanians offered him. How much water has 
run under the bridges of Europe since! American 
sarcasm on the several Williams of Wied in Lith- 
uania, Courland, Esthonia and Poland would gain 
tributes for patriotism and sound judgment rather 
then censure for an indiscretion. a 
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REGULATION WHICH HELPS. 

Excise Commissioner Lewis’ order to the brew- 

ers to dismantle vacant saloons under thelr con- 
trol, so that the premises can be let for other 
purposes, and his request that they discontinue 
the }.ractice of loaning money to saloon keepers 
to he used in cashing pay checks, are interesting, 
but his announcement that the brewers are pleased 
with his order and request and will cheerfully 
comply with both is more interesting. 
. The attitude of the brewers toward an action 
which might have been expected to arouse their 
opposition, is an evidence that, under the stress 
of competition, policies become established and 
piactices are followed which ara of doubtful 
soundness as a business proposition and as dis- 
tasteful to the brewers as to the public. 

Among these, it would seem, is the scramble 
for presumed strategic advantage in holding lo- 
cations and maintaining intact vacant saloons to 
keep a rival organization from getting posses- 
sion of the property. It is nut difficult to under- 
stand why the brewers welcome the action of 
the commissioner, Who stops the scramble in a 
manner fair to all concerned by ordering such 
places dismantled. And it is difficult to imagine 
the brewers finding fault with the request to 
cease loaning saloonkeepers large sums for the 
cashing of pay checks. 

Both the policy of holding locations and loan- 
ing the money to. the saloonkeepers have been 
continued because each brewing association feared 
to lose advantage by abandoning either. The Ex- 
cise Commissioner is making good use of the au- 
thority of his office when he helps brewers to end 
evils growing out of the keenness of competition 
which they deprecate but cannot eradicate, be- 
cause of the very conditions which create them, 
without the commissioner's help. 
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FIRST AERIAL POSTAL ROUTE. 

At 11:30 a. m., on May 15, an airplane piloted 
by Lieut. Torrey H. Webb left Belmont Park, 
N. Y., with mail pouches for Washington, D. C. 
At 11:45 a. m. on the same day an airplane pilot- 
ed by Lieut. George L. Boyle left Potomac Park, 
Washington, with mail pouches for New York. 

Thus the first aerial postal route between 
Washington and New York which, like the origi- 
nal telegraph route between Washington and 
Baltimore, is the forerunner of a similar service 
between many, perhaps all, the important towns 
of the country, was inaugurated. 

Of course the comparisons are made which are 
usual when a notable improvement in facilities 
of communication is recorded. A Senate utter- 


ance is unearthed which referred with pride 86 


years ago to the reduction to 36 hours in the 
time of letter transit between New York and 
Washington. 

To further reduce the time to about five hours 
was a work of many years. The airplane achieve- 
ment which cuts this five hours in two is really 
of less importance than the achievement which 
ultimately cut the time from 36 hours to 5 hours, 
but is nevertheless very interesting. We may re- 
member that when practical means of conyeyance 
have already developed what we consider under 
existing standards a very high rate of speed, to 
increase that speed by 10 per cent even, to say 
nothing of 60 per cent, ordinarily involves a very 
difficult and costly advance. : 

A postal airplane route between St. Louis and 
Chicago should, of course, be next established. 
As such routes are multiplied, the effect on the 
business of the telegraph will become apparent. 
To engage for a few weeks in the service might 
be made the final period of training for military 
airmen prior to their departure for France, a 
very valuable training in long-distance flight it 
ought to. prove, too. : 

A car carrying mail matter is officially called 
a “ratiroad postoffice.” Doubtless an airplane 
carrying mail matter will become an aeria) post- 
office.

JUST A MINUTE IN WASHINGTON. 
UST A MINUTE’S arrival at the National Capi- 
tal did not seem to occasion any undue excite- 
ment, which probably illustrates pretty well 
the extent to which the war has eclipsed everything 
else. One isn’t so much hurt after going around to 
the Labor Building and seeing the entirely humble 
fashion in which Mr. Taft, one time President of the 
United States, goes about his work as joint chairman 
with Frank P. Walsh of the War Labor Board. Mr. 
Taft is doing this for a dollar a year, and on the 
several occasions when I happened to see him he ap- 
peared to be jolly well earning his dollar. One can’t 
help wondering what the particular ceremony will be 
when he is paid his dollar. That both he and the 
Government will blush when the tender is made goes 
without saying. What one can pretty readily guess is 
that the scene in those offices must be very much like 
many similar scenes in Russia. There are plenty of 
workmen about, and the place has a soviet look. We 
are a democracy. There can be no mistake about that. 
Singularly, one sees nothing of Col. Roosevelt in any 
such humble cagacity, rubbing shoulders with marine 
engineers in the New York dock case, or fraternizing 
pleasantly. and busily with those whose avocations 
range from puddling iron in the Birmingham mills 
to tailing shirts in the St. Louis garment shops. Per- 
haps, as some of us suspect, the Colonel is most use- 
ful at such a time as a critic. If so, his absence here 
ought not to be marked, and he should have his dollar 
once a year like everyone else.

CHICAGO, May 16.—Jess Willard, holder of the world’s heavyweight fight 


championship, left this city today for his ranch home near Lawrence, Kan.

He is quoted as having said: 
“Since they have seen fit to stop 


my fight with Fulton I will never 
battle again. I wanted to fight for 
two reasons: First, to help the war 
fund; secondly, to see if Fulton had 
the stuff to take my title from me. 
“On every hand I have been un- 
justly condemned and told to go to 


France to fight. I am far above the 
draft age and have a large family. 
When my turn comes I'll shoulder a 


gun, too. I have offered to fight for 
the Red Cross and to give every cent 
of the receipts to it, but I was turned 
down. I also intended to give my 
share of the Fulton fight to war 
charities, but they stopped that plan.

Willard says he is nearly 40 years 
of age. He won his title April 6, 
1915, from Jack Johnson at Havana, 
the only title fight in which he has 
participated, before or since becom- 
ing champion. In over three years 
he entered the ring but once. That 
was in 1916, when he received $55,- 
000 for fighting 10 £no-decision 
rounds against a man 650 pounds 
lighter than himself. 

It is estimated that in .his circus 
ventures he has made a fortune of 
$300,000, chiefly due to his drawing 
power as the world’s greatest fight- 
er. He made enough’ money in two 
years to buy out the entire circus, 
which he has since leased or sold to 
the Government.
